the  health  of  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year  1953« 

:>■  The- Registrar  G-eneralis  estimated  population  for  mid-year 
1953  is  34,730/  a decrease' of  30O  from  the  estimated  population 
of  35/030  in  1952* 

The  birth  rate,  death  rate  and  case  rate  for  certain 
infectious  diseases  are  based  on  the  population  figure  of  34,730, 
and  both  birth  and  death  rates  are  corrected  by  applying  a 
comparability  factor  of  1.00  in  the  case  of  the  birth  rate  and 
1.14  for  the  death  rate« 

The  total  number. of  live  births  during  the  year  was  582, 
an'  increase  of  12  over  the  1952  figure  of  570*  The  birth  rate 
for  the  year  being  l6*7  per  loOO  of  the  home  population  as  compared 
with  a rate  of  I6.3  in  1952,  and  a rate  of  15*5  for  England  and 
Wales  in  1953* 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  ca.uses  during  the  3^ear 
was  318  as  compared  with  319  in  1952,  a decrease  of  1*  The 
corrected  death  rate  for  1953  i^  l0*41  por  lOOO  of  the  home 
population  a.s  compared  with  a rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11. 14 
and  a rate  of  I0.38. ,in  the  District  in  1952. 

There  were  15  deaths  in  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year, 
the  same  number  of  deaths  as  in  1952.  The  infantile  mortality 
is  25.8  per  1000  live  births  as  compared  with  a rate  of  26.8  in 
1953  ^’or  England  and  V/ales  and  a rate  of  26-3  ^or  the  District  in 
1952.  A table  analysing  the  causes  of  infantile  deaths  with  further 
comments  is  embodied  in  the  report. 

The  principal  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  (17-21  inclusive  in  the  Table  - Causes  of  Dea.th), 
vi/hich  group  of  diseases  . accounted  for  I66  of  the  ^Id  deaths  which 
occurred  during  the  year,  that  is  52.2^  of  all  deaths.  Cancer 
(oAl  forms)  accounted  for  43  3i8  deaths  from  all  causes, 

which  is  13*5)5  of  all  deaths,  and  ‘bogether  with  disease  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted  for  209  65*7^  of  all 

deaths.  Last  year  'the  comparative  figatres  were  213  in.,  a total  of 
319  deaths  and  a percentage  figure  of  66-8fo.  Lung  cancer  v/as 
responsible  for  6 dea'bhs  as  conpared  with  4 last  year.  A further, 
note  on  cancer  deaths  has  been  included  in  the  report. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  53*8)3  occurred  in  persons  over 
70  years,  and  34*975  of  'the  total  fell  in  the  age  groups  45^69  years, 
so  that  08.8)^  of  tile  total  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  the  ago 
of  45  years. .. 

Tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  5 persons,  a rate  for 
the  district  of  6*14  lOOO  of  the  home  population,  aS  compared 
with  a rate  of  0-2o  for  England  and  Wales. 

For  the  sixth  year  in  succession  'there  ¥/ere  no  deaths  from 
Diphtheria,  nor  was  any  confirmed  case  notified. 

'With  regard  to  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  measles 
showed  an  increase  in  incidence  as  compared  with  1952,  wnilst 
scarlet  fever,  pneiumonia  and  whooping  cough  sliowed  a fadl  in 
incidence  this  year.  For  measles  the  number  of  cases  notified  was 
291  as  compared  with  72  in  1952,  giving  a case  rate  of  8.38  per 
lOOO  as  compared  v/ith  a rate  of  12.37  for  England  and  Wales. 

scarlet  Fever  v/ith  I9  oases  as  conrpared  with  52  notifications 
in  1952  gave  a rate  of  0*55  pe^  1000  of  'the  population,  as  compared 
with  a rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  0*39  per  lOOO* 
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Wliooping  Cough,  v/ith  50  cases  as  compared  with  62  cases  last 
yeeJ?  gave  a rate  for  the  District  of  1*44  per  IQOO  as  compared 
with  a rate  for  England  and  ^ales  of  3»5o  per  lOOO-  ( 

Tuboroulosis  notifications  increased  from  3I  ii^  1952  to  6l 
in  the  year  under  roviev/^  the  highest  number  notified  in  one  year 
since  1948 • 

one  case  of  abortive  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the 
yertT,  in  this  case  there  v/as  no  residual  paralysis* 

cases  of  food  poisoning  v/ere  notified,  both  being  in 
the  same  family*  The  causal  organism  wtis  not  found  and  the 
patients  recovered  very  quickly  and  completely,  ^he  cause  v/as 
boiled  ham  cooked  and  presumably  contaminated  in  the  home. 

Housing  continued  to  occuj)y  the  active  interest  of  your 
Health  Department,  aJid  your  sanitary  inspectors  continued  their 
work  of  inspections  and  enquiries  into  the  environmental  circum- 
stances of  housing  applicants, 

mo  conclude,  G-entlernen,  i thaiik:  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  suxeport  and  help  during  the 
year,  your  clerk,  Mr, L.G-. Watson,  has  alv/ays  been  rea.dy  with  help 
and  advice,  your  surveyor,  Mr.G-,  I.Reidf ord,  has  co-operated  in 
every  way,  and  your  sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr,  Thomas  and  Mr. Williams 
have  continued  'iiioir  loyal  support,  end  i v/ish  to  thank  them  and 
all  your  officialLs  for  their  continued  assistance  during  the  year.

It  wil],  "be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  in  the  younger  age  groups  a 
high  percentage  of  the  total  deaths  occur  in  hospital.  Of  the  22  males 
who  died  under  the  age  of  45  years,  13  died  in  hospital,  and  of  the  I4 
females  who  died  under  the  age  of  45  years,  5 died  in  hospital,  a total 
of  18  deaths  in  hospital  out  of  a total  number  of  36  deaths  under  the  age 
of  45  years. 

Oyer  the  age  of  45  years  larger  numbers  were  involved  a.nd  the  deaths 
in  hospital  though  numerically  larger  are  a much  lower  percentage  of  the 
total  deaths . Of  the  15O  males  over  the  age  of  45  years  who  died  during 
the  ye3.r  39  died  in  hospital,  and  of  thel32  female  deaths  in  these  older  a,ge 
groups  36  occurred  in  hospital.  Comparative  figures  are  given  for  the  year 
1952,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  hospital,  in 
1953  was  lower,  there  being  93  deaths  as  compared  with  111  in  1952,
